Claim 32 of the application, added in the Amendment of November 19, 2003, was 
directed to a method and recited a dependence from Claim 30. This was incorrect, since claim 
30 was directed to a device; claim 32 should instead have recited a dependence from independent 
method claim 31. Claims 30, 31 and 32 of the application correspond respectively to claims 13, 
14 and 15 in the patent. It is noted that claim 13 is directed to a device (col. 6, line 51), while 
claim 14 is directed to a method (col. 6, line 55). Accordingly, at col. 6, line 61, the text "15. 
The method of claim 13" should read -15. The method of claim 14—. This mistake occurred in 
good faith, is minor in character and does not constitute new matter or require reexamination. 
Correction under 37 C.F.R. § 1.323 is respectfully requested. 

(2) In the drawings: 

Attached are marked-up copies of drawing sheets 2-4 of the above-identified patent, 
corresponding to Figs. 2-4 respectively, with the charges thereon marked in red ink.. These 
drawings show a horizontal line, marked "linel", which should be removed. In addition, a 
vertical line, marked "line2" should be added.
